They have only to 
step out and wallow in the mire to bring 
the Police upon their enemy.

The 
roombiiied-inflaenoe of the existing govern- 
.xn^^tjt^^ndj jhe ,H., B. Co. has triumphed for 
ihepresent. But the triumph hns elements 
in it which make it scmccly Inss ilisa.ittous 
to thos'e who have won il, lliaji {|efnat would 
have been. Indeed, we do not know but 
ere long, the vitilors who sport their ill- 
gotten laurels will be iorry they did not 
experience a respectable defeat. 

The figurps as reported by the SherifT 
give Mr. Gary the head of the poll, without 
question. The real struggle was between 
IMeissrs. Franklin and DeCoamos. Aided by 
split voles kindly contributed by Mr. Gary 
to "the independent candidate," and by 
•some eighteen votes improperly cast by 
-colored foreigners, with some ten other ille- 
^ gal votes, Mr. Franklin managed to obtain 
the Sheriff's declaration of election. 
''"^Nb sooner was the result announced, than 
the town was overspread with gloom, and to 
the gloom succeeded intense excitement. 
Reflecting men saw in the issue as re- 
■ ported, the ))rolongiition of a sy.<;teni of 
things, which has already injured the coun- 
try beyond e.vpreRsion, while the unreflect- 
ing allowed themselves to be betjayed into 
many hasty and inteitiperate utterances as 
to the means and agents by which the result 
was obtained. We believe the disappoint- 
I ment felt was geieral if not universal— to 
I some] pleasing disappbiiitmeni, and to more 
sad. It was no doubt generally expected 
that Messrs. Gary and DeCosmos would be 
, declared returned, and such would have 
"been the case had none but legal votes been 
cast. As it is, the balance of power has 
really been held and exercised by parlies 
who have by interested advisers been in- 
duced to claim a right to which they are 
neither entitled by the law of England or 
the law of nations. The colored peojile who 
have, as matters now stand, controlled the 
election, are not the only parties to blame. 
Coming hither from a country whi're no 
political rights are conceded to them, it is 
quite natural that theyshould eagerly accept 
every privilege offered them. ' The chiei 
blame of this procedure no Joobt belongs to 
the Attoraey.Geniiral.. ; Doubtful of his own 
eleotion early in. the,.campaign, he eocour- 
-.agedt^ese parties to b'elieve that'by simply 
taking the oath of allegiance they could 
acquire the status of British subjects. The 
Sheriff, influenced by the opinion of the 
Crown law ollicer, of course refrained from 
objecting to tliese votes. The Revisor, 
swayed by the Attorney General's opinion, 
weuld not reject the votes in question. The 
Governor's positiori In reference to the mat- 
ter was well known, ami the fate of any 
appeal from the Revisor to the Chief Jnstico 
might easily be guessed. It were expect- 
ing^ tpp^jljigh a ^slyle. of virtue from men, 
some of Wbom are escaped slaves, to sup- 



volun- 



pose that jsith such . an v^f ray; : of h igb, 
tbiiliiies on their' 'siile,' they 'woiilS 'ifo 
tarily abstain from exercising the franchise. 

We wish our position in regard to this 
case to be clearly uncieri<tood. We are 
heartily willing that colored British-born 
citizens should freely enjoy all the rights of 
Englishmen. We would nut abridge them 
in the least. Wo are also opposed to ex- 
cluiling colored foreigners from our soil. 
B It it is ill till! nature of tiling* unjust, and 
on many accounts open to grave objeclion, 
that they should bo allowed to vault upon 
the proud eminence of British citizenship, 
simply by taking the oath of allegiance a 
day or so before registration, after a resi- 
dence of four months in this Colony. There 
;,is rank absurdity as well as gross injustice 
'.^'in the idea of a colored man coming here 
ftifresh froni slavery andgaiiiihg the franchise 
;'''intouVmdftlhsi-'whten'ah ini^ Ameri- 
can, Frenchman, or German must linger for 
years in alienage, — or a native-born Knglish- 
nian who has contracted allegiance to a 
foreign power be eiiiirely prohibited from 
voting except hs had )aken an oath of alle- 
giance back 'three months -before registra- 
tion. 

We are quite aware of the ingenious plea 
set up in reforonce to the Dred Scnlt deci- 
sion, wiiicli denies Aniericnii citizenship to 
the colored man. But t.his deci.sion does 
not make him Kjss a foreigner. A paper 
started in the United States some years ago 
in defence of the tights of the African race, 
by ft gifted colored man, v/aa styled '• The 
Disfranchised Ameiican." This exactly 
desoribes their .condition. Though disfran- 
. ohits^/'ihey are atill Araerioans, and it is 
Inipossible to transform Amencans by so 



summary a process as that sought to be pa- 
tented by Gary, Prank liii & Co. 

We ai(! confident this thing will not stand 
llir .scriiliny oftlie llornn Govurnmont. The 
Admiiiisiralion who have advised or winked 
BtMt, must at least have their misgivings 
about it. But they count on the tame sub- 
mission' of the people to the measures by 
which they seek to prop up their falling 
throne. We can ^assure them that they will 
find themselves misliken.' ^Tkisfekhionwill 
be contested over every inch of ground tliat 
British law supplie-i. At any trouble or cost, 
it shall be ascertained whether procedure of 
this kind isMo'' have Imperial sanction: 
whether in a yoitng Colony the Elections 
shall be corrupted. 

It will doubtless be urged that had these 
votes been given for u^i, or di vided, we should 
have kept silence. But we broke silence 
long before the fight waxed warm. And 
ouropinion as to the invalidity of these votes 
has never been made a secret. Had the 
votes been divided so'as' not to affect the re- 
sult, the matter would have been less objec- 
tionable. But now when the fact is pro- 
claimed, and made the theme of open boast- 
ing, that a small clique of foreigners has 
controlled the election, and holds the politi- 
cal destinies of the country in its keeping, 
we are constrained to protest more loudly 
than otherwise we should have done. And 
our protest dues not originate in ill-feeling, 
or a wish to oppress the colored race, though 
all this and more is attributed t« us. The 
best friends of the colored people cannot but 
see that what Ins taken place is calculated 
to do them injury, by provoking a war of 
races, strengthening prejudice wherever it 
exists, and' rotising . it where it has hcd no 
existence hitherto. ' ' ' ' 

Besides, ..the prospect held. out to the 
country by the result of this election as it 
now stands, is anything - but- 'flattering 
These who exult in holding the balance of 
power, and tell us that at ne,xt election there 
will be two hundred of their clas.s where 
now there is one, have chained them.-elves 
to the chariot of irresponsible government ; 
and declared themselves ready to drag it 
wherever those who would ride over the lib- 
erties of the people wish to go. Their tri- 
umph over 91 votes far more British than 
their own, is declared to be a victory over 
Americanisnjl^-.They- ought to know thai 
every legal TOte Is as much a British votea.') 
that of Mr. Gary himself. In the ranks uf 
those over'whom they exult in soniiseemly 
a manner, there are as true English hearts as 
ever warmed toward Queen and country. 
The administration now in power may be 
disapproved and opposed, just as in England 
a Dcrbyite may decry a Palmersionian gov- 
ernment, without llie least suspicion of dis- 
loyalty to the Queen. To be beaten in a 
fair fight on clearly-understood and conflici- 
ing principles, is a trivial thing compared 
with tlia rising ujiof a clo.-iely-bandeil, ,'<e. 
cretly-orgaiiized class in the conimiiiiily, — 
pledged to go en masse in one Hireelion, — and 
that direction the support of grinding monop- 
olies and irresponsible dictators. 

Victoria Town Elkction. — On Satur- 
day last the election for Victoria Town 
came olf. The candidates pu! forward bv 
tlie Hudson Hay Company were Me.ssr.i. G. 
H. Gary and S. Franklin. The Reform 
candidate was Mr. A De Cosmos. Every- 
thing passed ofTquietiy. The result showed, 
according to the Sheriff^s declaration, on the 
poll books : 

Gary,, ■ , , - .137 
FrankliUj ■ . . • 106 
De Cosmos, - -91 
Nearly all the votes cast for Mr. De Cos- 
mos were plumpers: never, perhaps, in the 
history of elections were there so many 
plumpers cast in proportion to the whole 
number. .Mr. De Cosmos is legallj' eiecled 
beyond a doubt. Deductiiiij the 18 coloied 
foreign votes, there would be a majority ol 
three for De Cosmos ; but besides this, there 
are some ten illegal vo.hs known, which 
would make a iriajorily of 13 over Franklin. 
The matter will be investigated, as regards 
Mr. Fienklin's right to a seat.

Cary-Franklin Jolliiioation. 

Editol Colonist: — On Saturday night, 
Inst, the Colored-Cary-Franklin-supporter.s 
hud a grand jollificntion meeting, at tlic 
Pistol gallery, on Johnson street, to give 
vent to their excess of loyalty niid patriotism ; 
nnd I assure you that it was a spicy ntfair. 
A vocal and flntal rendition of Auld Land 
Syno constituted the opening prelud-! ; after 
which a sort of jjlebald hurratiguo com- 
menced, but various cries of Franklin 1 
Franklin 1 1 soon brought the assemblage to 
order, when Mr.' Franklin -with -dilated 
countenance, asgif sniffing the. Legislative 
air, mounted the rostrum, and gave a kind of 
Camera Obscure view of his intentions' for 
the future. He said, '''Gentlemen, I thank 
you sincerely lor ihislcordial .demonstration 
of your esteem. Gentlemen, when I came

At this 
juncture, a sympathetio' individual moved 
three cheers for , Mr.^ ?'hgt 'The mover 
being weak, carried the solo only to the hip ! 
Mr. Franklin wished to finish here, but a 
loud No! Go'on!"i<iduced the speaker, 
after applying a white .ihaiidkerchief to liis 
olfactory nerve, to resume his eloquent dis- 
cuur.se thus : — '-Gents, as 1 stated above, my 
colored friends placed me in the battle's 
van, and through them alone, I am enabled 
to repeat the words of another great man,

Cesaren deeds achieved by the Anglo-Afii- 
cnii race &c. The speaker said, "iny father 
fought at Trafalgar, and leceived iiicilal.s. 
1 lisvi; thi'in 111 my pos.'^essioii now. Gen- 
tleman, 1 was ileteririiiied to bring the (colo- 
red iiifhieiice to bear against American |iie- 
jndice. We have done it, and we li;ive 
achieved a virtury. ( Seii-alion.) Gonili'- 
rnen, I have been oppressed in the United 
Slates. I came to Victoria, and I found an 
Asylum.
